This first, leather-bound volume of the records of the Presbyterian Church of Santa 
Fe is organized into sections: Minutes of Session (pages 1-30), Minutes of 
Congregational Meetings (pages 135-138), Sums Collected and How Expended 
(pages 146-155), Marriages (pages 160-165), Roll of Church Members (pages 
170-180), and Baptisms (pages 186-189). 

For historical continuity, all but the Roll of Church Members are in chronological 
sequence. Instead of the separate section as in the original, the Collections & 
Expenditures are entered chronologically every three months, and the Weekly 
Collections have been averaged for each quarter; these notations occasionally have 
other historical interest: it is only here, for example, that there is any mention of the 
death of the McFarland’s baby son. (See pages 10 and 11). 


The typist has taken some liberty in interpreting whether certain letters in the 
Reverend McFarland’s handwritten minutes were intended to be capitalized or lower 
case, in particular his c's and p's and s's all of which appear to be in capital letters 

when beginning a word. Minor changes in punctuation from the original have been 
made when required for clarity. 

The last Session record is June 20, 1873. In the Roll of Church Members, numbers 
1 thru 61 (through March 19, 1873) are in McFarland's handwriting, then there is a 
two-year gap to number 63 (on March 7, 1875) and continued through number 173 
(through October 27, 1888).

Historical Foreword 


The Presbyterian Church in mid-nineteenth-century America occupied an uniqi 
position among the nation’s major Protestant denominations. Although they tr 
their origins largely to eighteenth-century Scottish and Scotch-Irish immigratio 
the time of the Civil War (1861-1865), the Presbyterians were no longer an C4 ei 
church, rather, they had evolved into a middle or upper-middle-class mainstre 
denomination. 

Firmly based in the Reformed Protestant tradition, the main varieties of 
Presbyterianism argued that the Christian faith was eminently reasonable. Thu 
they insisted that their clergymen be seminary trained. Given this emphasis, it 
surprising that First Presbyterian Church in Santa Fe expressed such interest in 
establishing both Sunday Schools (really Bible study classes for adults) and 
parochial schools for Hispanic and Anglo-American children. By the turn of tl 
century, the denomination had extended its social emphasis to include health c 
well. This may be seen in the establishment of Presbyterian Hospital in 
Albuquerque (1906) and the various other medical mission stations scattered 
throughout northern New Mexico. One of the key sources for Presbyterian 
involvement in New Mexican life lay with the establishment of First Presbyten 
Church of Santa Fe. 


When First Presbyterian was organized in the capitol City in 1867, both clergy 

parishioners felt as if they lived in a foreign land. The world of Santa Fe busin 
was largely in the hands of German-Jewish merchants, and the dominant Hisp< 
population, led by powerful Bishop Jean Baptiste Lamy, was virtually one liun 
percent Roman Catholic. Moreover, the community abounded with “dancing, 
playing and gaming.” 

The Presbyterian presence remamed modest for almost two decades. The chin 
began with twelve members but dropped to eight in 1876 and came close to 
disbanding. Weekly services could attract as many as seventy people but it wj 
until the early 188G’s that membership reached sufficient numbers to insure su 

Erik J. Mason’s transcription of the original, handwritten records of the First 
Presbyterian Church from 1867 to 1902 is a valuable contribution to local histt 
for it will serve a variety of purposes. First, the records will provide an opport 
for descendants of the early settlers to trace their ancestors. As the index sho\ 
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everal hundred people had some connection with First Presbyterian. 

Equally important, the transcriptions provide numerous insights into Protestant 
;hurch life in Santa Fe during the late nineteenth century. From this, one can draw 
everal conclusions about the Presbyterian impact on Territorial New Mexico. 

lie documents reflect the transcience of Anglo-American life in Santa Fe. 
Parishioners came and went with regularity. So, too, did the clergy. Some clerics, 
uch as Dr. William E. Jones, whom the church deposed in 1886 as “a lecherous old 
out,” were rascals, but the majority, such as Reverends D. F. McFarland and J. M. 
TcGaughey, were community builders. 

)ne of the chief ways that the Presbyterians affected the region came through their 
)arochial schools. Rev. McFarland established his first school in 1866, even before 
Le had organized a church. By 1872, the denomination had plans to provide 
>arochial education, tuition free, to all who desired it. As time went on, the 
Presbyterians established an extensive Protestant parochial school system—run 
argely by eastern-trained women teachers—all through northern New Mexico, 
eventually, as the state public school system grew, the Presbyterians phased out 
heir parochial schools. By the 1920s, only a few remained in operation. The 
hriving Menaul School in Albuquerque stands today as a reminder of the historic 
Presbyterian concern for education in New Mexico. 

[he records of First Presbyterian Church in Santa Fe also reflect the general 
ninority status that Protestants occupied in the late-nineteenth-century Capitol City. 
First Presbyterian began as a “union” church, that is, one formed by members of 
;everal different denominations. Although organized by a Presbyterian cleric and 
)ffrcially affiliated with the national body in Philadelphia, the church began with 
inly three actual Presbyterian members. Three others were from Christian 
Disciples of Christ) background, two were Lutherans, and the plurality (four) hailed 
fom the Protestant Episcopal Church. Later, Methodists and Congregationalists 
oined as well. For several years. First Presbyterian provided a church home for 
Protestants from a variety of denominations. When other groups, such as the 
vlethodists, eventually established a Santa Fe church of their own, Presbyterian 
nembership suffered accordingly. 

rhe records also reveal the role that the church played in the day-to-day activities of 
he community. This is especially noticeable in such matters as marriages and 
unerals. Pastors married scores of people, including a number of African-American 
couples. In 1873, when Rev. McFarland married Catherine McCarty to William

served as a witness. The church sanctuary also functioned as locus for a m 
funerals, including an 1893 service for the child of a prominent Jewish mer 

Finally, the transcriptions of the First Presbyterian church records attest to 
religious tolerance that predominantly Catholic Santa Fe Provided the newc 
Although church officials might attack the city as a “place where wickedne 
much abound,” there are no official denunciations of the dominant faith of 1 
region. Unlike, say. Northern Ireland, New Mexico Protestants and Cathol 
learned to live with one another. With few exceptions, the settlers of the A 
West proved tolerant in matters of religious faith. When the churches conti 
the common good, as both Presbyterians and Catholics so obviously did, tli 
respected by citizens from all points of view. Erik J. Mason’s transcriptior 
original, handwritten records of Santa Fe’s First Presbyterian Church reflec 
these themes to perfection.

Under Commission of the Board of Domestic Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church (Old School) in the United States, Rev. 
D.F. McFarland arrived in Santa Fe New Mexico, and began 
laboring as a Domestic Missionary. On the Sabbath following 
preached to a large Congregation in the Senate Chamber, 
which was secured for permanent services. 

N ove m be r 25, 1866 . [Notation in s ’Col 1 ections” ] Preached the 
first sermon to a large congregation. Announced that on the 
next Sabbath a collection would be taken, as part of 
religious worship, and be continued every Sabbath. 

Decemb er 2, 186 6. First collection, $28.00 [Average 
collection for the other four weeks of December was $6.83. 
The only expenditure for Dec s 66 was $3.50 for Sabbath 
School Papers.]

Ordered that immediate measures be taken to purchase 
the Property of Gen. John T. Russell, for a Parsonage and 
School purposes, according to the suggestions of the Board 
of Domestic Missions, and also to secure the ruins of the 
Baptist Church that it may be repaired if possible to be 
used for Church Services, and School purposes, until more 
suitable buildings can be procured. To obtain Funds for 
these purposes, that an Appeal be made through the religious 
papers of our Church in the States to God’s people for the 
necessary assistance. Also that Mrs. McFarland, now in West 
Virginia, is hereby authorised and requested to solicit 
funds there, and in Western Pennsylvania, and Ohio, from 
personal friends and from the Churches, for this purpose, 
and report All that she may do to the Session. 

Ordered that we hold our First Communion on the 4th 
Sabbath of the present month. 

Ordered that Rev. D.F. McFarland act as Clerk of 
Session. 

Session Adjourned.

The committee appointed at the last meeting to obtain 
an act of incorporation reported that the Legislature 
granted the request, and passed and [an] act incorporating 
the church, with the Trustees the congregation had elected, 
on the 6th of January, 1867 ["6th" and "January" filled in 
later in pencil] and the Acting Governor had approved the 
same. 

Ordered that the property of Gen. Russell be purchased 
at the price he offers to take for it $2Q00--according to 
the directions of the Board of Domestic Missions, said Board 
furnishing $1000--to pay for it. And as W.W. Carothers is 
about visiting his friends in the States, he is hereby 
appointed and authorised to solicit funds to pay for it and 
repairing the church building, and to erect a School 
building, the Moderator to furnish him with the proper 
testimonials. 

Ordered that as the adjoining property, consisting of a 
house with three rooms and about two acres of ground, is to 
be sold at Sheriff’s Sale today, and as there is some 
dispute about the bounderies between it and Gen. Russell’s 
property, that it be also purchased. 

Ordered that W.W. Carothers, is hereby at his own 
request, dismissed in good and regular standing, as Ruling 
Elder, to connect with any evangelical church in the bound 
of which Providence may cast his lot. 

Session took a recess to attend the sale mentioned 
above. Session again met, having purchased the property 
named above for $525--in behalf of the Trustees for the 
Mission Church, paying $300--in hand and the balance to be 
paid when the deed is given. 

Session Adjourned,

Our prayer is that God will grant us abundantly of 1 
abounding grace to improve this admonition to be more 
faithful in every duty, and in the work he has here call? 
us to perform for his glory, in the advancement of his 
Kingdom and Gospel, in this place where wickedness so mut 
abounds, and that he will raise up friends to our missioi 
not only here, but also in the States. In God is our trus 
that when we fall, it may be with our full harness on.

This Missionary Church being without a Board of 
Deacons, and at present it is necessary that some 
of the duties of such a board should be 
discharged. 

1st. We the members of this church convened in a 
congregational meeting, hereby appoint a Financial 

Committee to consist of Five persons, who shall 
have charge of the financial business of the 
church, until a Board of Deacons shall be elected 
and ordained, 

2nd, That E.A. Wheeler, J.H. Stout, N. Brown, 

D.B. Stocking, and George P.D. Ayers [initials and 
first names entered later in pencil] are hereby 
elected said committee, a majority of whom shall 
form a quorum who shall appoint one of their 
number Treasurer, who shall be Treasurer of the 
Church, and is hereby authorised to discharge all 
the duties of said office, 

3rd. Said Committee is hereby directed to 
examine the financial condition of this church, 
and the Mission connected with it, and make a 
Report of the same, to the Presbytery which is 
about to be organized in Santa Fe, according to 
the directions of the last General Assembly, which 
met in Albany, New York, last May.

This second book of Session Records takes the church thru 
its history as a mission church under the Board of Home 
Missions until it was able to declare itself self-sustain 
in April 1902. As in Book One, the records of Baptisms an 
Marriages, in this volume thru April 1895, have been ente 
chronologically. For clarity, the typist has taken some 
liberty in paragraphing. 

The Roster of Church Members, incorporated into a 
separate volume, is for the period 1895-1919, and thus th 
is a gap between the end of the previous extant roster wh 
ends in 1888. This volume contains baptisms thru March 19 
and marriages thru February 1904 but only data through Ap 
1902 are incorporated here . 

It was not feasible to attempt to type the Treasurer 
Book, extant-for the period 1887-1892, but some data has 
been entered at the beginning of 1892. 

Selected data through April 1902 from the volume 
entitled "Constitution, By-laws, Minutes of Trustees 5 - 
Meetings, and Others 1875-1919" have also been incorporat 
chronologically, but only the entries from the Session Bo 
are entered verbatim. 
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Records of The Presbyterian Church of 
Santa Fe , New Mexico 


On the 29th day of December 1874 Rev. Geo. G. Smith, 
Missionary of the "Home Board" of the "General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church in the United States of America," 
arrived in Santa Fe. He found that the Presbyterian Church, 
reported to contain more than forty communicants, was about 
extinct—only one communicant (M.A. Breeden, Post-master,) 
being, at the time of Mr. Smith’s arrival, a resident of 
Santa Fe. Not one of the elders was nearer than Fort 
Stanton. One was at Fort Defiance. A third lived in Arizona. 

The people of Santa Fe received Mr . Smith with great 
kindness. Men of all Evangelical denominations welcomed him 
to their houses and encouraged him by their assurances of 
interest in his work. However, he found few whose interest 
sprung from the deep fount of Christian Faith, and he 
therefore felt, as he surveyed the field, saw its sterility 
and drouth, and perceived that the very streams that 
irrigated it were brackish and poisonous with unbelief, and 
that cess-pools of vice, corrupt and corrupting, abounded, 
that the work must be difficult, and that he could depend 
for spiritual fellowship and support upon the merest handful 
of Christians. The most of those who had been professed 
believers (in their homes in the east) were palsied by their 
inconsistencies here, or had fallen into open and flagrant 
sins. Romanism was dominant. Unbelief was bold, and avowed 
"Free-Thinkers" were numerous. 

[Marginal notation for above: "Rev. G.G. Smith, Dec. 1874 to 
July 1879."] 

[Neither was there any meeting of the Presbytery of Santa Fe 
from January 1873—a meeting for which a quorum was not 
present—to November 1874. For the meeting in November 1874, 
at which UJ.F.N. Arny was the representative of the 
Presbyterian Church in Santa Fe, the Presbytery records 
[Microfilm, Menaul Historical Library, Albuquerque NM] 
remark that the session records for the church at Santa Fe 
"not having held a meeting for more than a year & no minutes 
being ready for presentation....] 
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January 11, 1375 [Extract and compilations from Trustee 
Records] The Rev. George G. Smith was called to the Chair, 
and Mr. Geo. J. Dinkel to act as secretary. A committee of 
Messrs G . A. Smith, J.M. Gough and Dr. J.P. Wright nominated 
the followinbg as trustees: Dr. B.M. Thomas, Mr. M.A. 
Breeden, Joseph Spitznagel , Geo. J. Dinkel, Dr. E. Andrews, 
Wm. Breeden, Conrad Brown and D.B. Koch. "The last two 
gentlemen left the city," so Messrs G.A. Smith and J.W. 
Gough and Dr. J.P. Wright were added, but "the latter left 
the city." Remaining nominees elected for one year. 


January 15, 1875 [Trustees] Trustee officers elected as 
follows: President Dr. B.M. Thomas, vice President M.A. 
Breeden, Secretary Geo. J. Dinkel, Treasurer D.B. Koch. A 
Committee on Finance and an Executive Committee [to report 
all of the expenditures incident to the proper preparations 
necessary for holding services in the church] were 
appointed. "On motion. Treasurer was required to execute a 
Bond of two thousand Dollars for the faithful performance of 
his duties before entering upon the same." 


February 1, 1875 [Trustees] "The Chairman of Finance 
Committee reported progress in regard to raising money for 
the purpose of fitting up the parsonage [about S500 
suscribed] . The trustees deemed the salary paid by the Board 
of Home Missions to Rev. Smith "inadequate" and resolved 
that "all money raised by the congregation and the people of 
Santa [Fe] shall be directly applied to making him 
comfortable 9 or adding to his salary...." 


February 9, 1875 [Trustees] It was agreed that the "portion 
of the parsonage immediately west of the rooms occupied by 
the Rev. Smith, and being the west end of the parsonage, be 
torn down and removed...." 

The secretary was instructed to serve a written notice 
on Mr. Everett to vacate the premises now occupied by him 
before April 1, 1875. 

Geo. Cann and W. Howard presented written applications 
for the lease of the rooms in the parsonage not retained for 
use of Rev. Smith, and the north part of the grounds, also 
the orchard in front of the parsonage for a term of five 
years. The action was postponed pending report, of a 
committee appointed to ascertain information in regard to 
the north boundary line of the parsonage.

On Sunday, March 7th, _ 187 5, Rev. Geo. G. Smith reorganized 

"T he Firs t Presbyterian Church o f Sa nt a Fe," New Mexico. 
After preaching in the house of God, he called a meeting of 
those who desired to be organized into a church, when the 
persons whose names are subjoined solemnly associated 
themselves together, after examination and new profession of 
faith in our Divine Redeemer, (for all had been members of 
churches in the States from which they came,) and assumed 
the name above mentioned.

March 16, 1875 [Trustees] The invited guests assembled at 
the parsonage, "which had been arranged neatly by the Lady 
members and friends of the Church," and Rev. Smith was "duly 
installed as the host of the premises." 


Ch . of Santa Fe 
celebrated, for the first time, the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper. Beside the six members of the church, there 
assembled at the table Mr. Shaw, Miss Fairbrass, and Mrs.

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Sunday, Ap r i l 4 th . 1875 . The Session of the Presbyterian 

Church of Santa Fe met in the study of Rev. Geo. G. Smith, 
Home Missionary, and, after prayer, proceeded to transact 
business. Present: Ruling Elder B.M. Thomas and the Rev. 

Geo. G. Smith. There is but one Elder of the church. 

Mr. Conrad Brown presented himself, and asked for 
admission to the church. After a careful examination he was 
received, on confession of his faith, into our communion. 

After prayer the Session adjourned.

April 5, 1875 [Trustees] A committee of three was appointed 
to prepare a list of the board of trustees and to state the 
object and purpose of the board for presentation to the 
Secretary of the Territory and to ask for a Certificate of 
Incorporation. [Letter sent April 10, 1875] 

Gen 5 1 [G.A.] Smith reported "it was the intention of 
the Rev. Mr. Smith to establish a first class school in 
connection with the Presbyterian Church of this city, so 
soon as the necessary funds required could be raised for the 
purpose . " 

Geo. J. DinkeX resigned as secretary, and Mr. Joseph 
Spitznagel was elected by acclamation. 

July 12, 1875 [Trustees] The Treasurer reported a balance of 
$9.12. The report was "referred to the Committee on 
Finance .... On motion, the Rev. Mr. Smith be requested to 
state to the congregation, that the funds raised by 
collection are not sufficient to meet current expenses of 
the church, with a view of raising sufficient money to 
defray the ordinary expenditures of the same." 


Sunday, July 11th _ 1875 . The Session met at the call of the 

Moderator in his parlor, and was opened by prayer. 

Miss Mattie Fairbrass was received into the communion 
of this church on certificate from the Presb. Ch . of 
Colorado Springs, Col. 

The Session adjourned with prayer. 

Present: the Moderator, and the only Ruling Elder, Dr. 
B.M. Thomas .

August 2, 1875 [Trustees] The Treasurer reported a 
deficiency of $2.87. The Chairman of Finance Committee 
reported "a balance of indebtedness amounting to $133.53, 
which will be met in 30 to 40 days." 
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October 4, 1875 [Trustees] The Treasurer reported a balance 
of $2.00. "The Secretary read the resignation of D.B. Koch 
as Treasurer of this Board, which was accepted....it is with 
regret, that we learn through the resignation of our 
Treasurer, D.B. Koch, of his anticipated removal from our 
city." Mr. J.M. Gough was elected Treasurer. 

The board members took up a collection of $19.50 from 
among themselves to pay part of the $26.10 owed to the 
organist and sexton.

January 3, 1876 [Trustees] At a congregational meeting, the 
following were elected trustees for the ensuing year: Dr. 
B.M. Thomas, M.A. Breeden, Geo. J. Dinkel , Dr. E - Andrews, 
Col. W.m. Breeden, Gen’l G.A. Smith, Dr. R.H. Longwill, Louis 
Kingman, Chas. W. Gildersleeve, Lieut. Thomas Blair, Joseph 
Spitznagel and Maj. A. G. Farrar. 


January 10, 1876 [Trustees] A congregational meeting was 
held to take "into consideration the election of the Rev. 
Geo. Smith as minister of this church, the time for which he 
was commissioned as Missionary having expired...." The 
congregation, in a series of resolutions, considered itself 
fortunate to have Mr. Smith and pledged $500 for his salary 
in addition to the $700 for the Board of Home Missions, ["no 
man cam live in Santa Fe as he ought to live upon a smaller 
salary... .where everything is from fifty to one hundred 
percent higher than in New York."] 

The congregation also established a succor fund, and a 
fund for repairing and improving the church edifice. 

Copies of the resolutions were sent to the New Mexican 
[on January 11]. 
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January 12, 1876 [Trustees] In a letter to the Board of Horn 
Missions, the trustees stated that Rev. Smith was the 
minister in Santa Fe and a member of the Presbytery of Sant 
Fe , that he was not employed "in any other than his 
ministerial calling, except in the absence of a Principal o 
the school held in the parsonage," that there were eight 
communicants in the church, that average attendance was 45, 
increasing, ranging from 10 to 70. 

"Business is much more active here than in a town 
of the same size in the east, but is principally in 
the hands of the Jews. The population of Santa Fe is 
said to be between five and six thousand. It is 
probably stationary. Those who are interested In our 
work are the American residents. The Mexicans are 
nearly all Romanists." 

"The church building which we occupy is the 
property of the Board of Missions, and would be a 
valuable shelter for horses. The congregation, if the 
Board continues to deal kindly with it, intends to- 
accumulate gradually money enough to repair the 
building, or, in a few years possibly to erect a new 
and comfortable church." 

"Rev. Smith is not the regularly installed pastor 
of this people. It Is doubtful whether the interests 
of the mission-work in New Mexico would be promoted by 
tying him to one congregation or town." 
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In an addendum to the above letter, the Finance 
Committee reported that 

"The Board of Home Missions may think the sum of 
five hundred dollars small for our congretation to 
contribute to the salary of Mr, Smith. We think a 
brief review of facts will dispel this idea. A year 
ago, on Mr. Smith’s arrival here, there was but one 
member of the church here. The public seemingly had 
lost what interest it had had in the Presbyterian 
church under the maladministration of the late 
minister, the Rev. Dr. McFarland. 

"Ministers that had been sent here before were of 
a very low order of talent, or enfeebled by disease, 
so that on the arrival of Mr. Smith, the public, with 
the friends of the church, was disposed to look with 
suspicion upon anyone, both as to piety and talent. 

Mr . Smith was not long in removing the prejudices of 
such of the people as could be induced to hear him and 
make his acquaintance. 

"Then we as trustees commenced work to try in the 
first place to make him comfortable . . . .by April had 
the parsonage practically rebuilt, renovated and 
neatly furnished. Indeed, as well as any residence in 
the city, by economically expending Eleven hundred and 
fifty dollars, five hundred of which was spent in 
furnishing a study, parlor, and bedroom.... In 
Sept. . .commenced again tearing down old dilapitated 
walls, and rebulding for the benefit of both the 
parsonage and school rooms, straightening the streets 
on two sides, making around the house and grounds a 
beautiful paling fence, five feet high...the corral or 
stable lot for wood etc. and nicely enclosing this by 
a high solid board fence eight feet high; we also 
added nice green Venetian blinds to the windows of the 
parsonage [$48 was paid to P.Grace for "blinds" in 
March 1875] , and the paling fence and outbuildings 
were all nicely whitened at an additional expense of 
six hundred dollars very economically expended. [The 
total of $1,750 was no small undertaking but] it has 
been done, not by members of the church and 
congregation only, but by almost every man who speaks 
the english language in this city. 

"Mr. Smith, though not adding many to the church, 
is doing a great work, not only in Santa Fe, but in 
New Mexico. He has paid out since here over one 
hundred dollars in the one item of tuition for Spanish 
lessons, thus preparing himself for work among the 
Mexican people...." 


February 7, 1876 [Trustees] The Board of Home Missions in 
New York informed Rev. Smith that they agreed to pay $700 of 
his $1200 salary. 
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February 20, 1876. Baptism. Eva Gertrude Gough , Mary Fay 
Gough, Ella Gough, Lily Theodosia Gough, Joseph Smith Gough, 
infant childen of Mr. & Mrs. J.M. Gough. 


Santa Fe, New Mexico, Fe b ruary .2 3d .1876. Wednesday evening. 

Session met, on the call of the Moderator, in the church, 
after prayer-meeting. 

Present: The Moderator , and the only ruling-elder, Dr. 
B.M. Thomas. 

Miss Sarah Eaton appeared as a candidate for admission 
to the church. After carefully examining her as to her 
religious experience and belief, the Session received her, 
upon her confession of faith in the Lord Jesus Christ as her 
personal and Divine Savior, into the communion of this 
church. Her sister, Mrs. M.S. Rice was received on 
certificate [Marginal notation: "From the church at Las 
Vegas , N .M . :: ] .' 


February 24th 1876 Thursday night. After a sermon in the 
church upon the text "In the world ye shall have 
tribulation: but be of good cheer; I have overcome the 
world", the Session met and heard the religious experience 
of two soldiers, 

Henry J. Gore and Augustus.E. Lindsay, 
both of whom have for weeks (Gore for months) been regular 
and attentive members of our congregation. For some time 
they have been deeply interested in respect to their 
personal salvation. They seem indeed to have been renewed by 
the Divine Spirit. It was delightful to listen to their 
humble yet firm confession of Christ. They were reminded 
that surrounded as they are by godless companions, they 
would be sure to encounter opposition and ridicule, but none 
of these things moved them. They are ready to be good 
soldiers of the "Captain of our Salvation," and to face 
scorn or contempt for His dear Name’s sake. After we had 
joined in prayer that God would bless them with rich, full 
measures of His grace, we welcomed them with joy to the 
fellowship of our church.

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March 6, 1876 [Trustees] "The Chairman of the finance 
committee reported that several parties, to whom the church 
was indebted, were pressing him for payment and in 
consideration thereof the board authorized the chairman of 
said committee to pay said demands out of the funds 
subscribed over and above the $500 subscribed for the 
minister’s salary.... The Treasurer now submits his 
resignation to the board...." 


April 3, 1876 [Trustees] General Smith tendered his 
resignation as Chairman of the Finance Committee and as 
member of the board. Joseph Spitznagel was elected to 
replace M.A. Breeden as Treasurer.

August 26th 1876 

The Session met at the call of the Moderator , by whom it was 
constituted, after the preparatory services in the church, 
by prayer. 

Two young men and an elderly man presented themselves 
and desired an interview with the Session. 

One of the young men, a soldier named Warren, related 
his religious experience and expressed his desire to have 
fellowship with God’s people here, but said that, as all his 
friends were members of the Methodist Church in the State of 
New York, and as he had joined that church, he did not like 
to enter any other communion until he had first consulted 
his parents, which he was advised to do between now and our 
next observance of the Lord’s Supper. 

The other young man, also a soldier, Francis Bertie 
Hobart by name, of the 15th Reg’t of Infantry, was, after a 
very satisfactory examination, admitted to the church upon 
confession of his faith in the Lord Jesus. 

The old gentleman, Mr. John Grant, a native of 
Scotland, and a member for many years of the Presbyterian 
Church, applied to be received into our fellowship. He 
stated that he had no letter , but he satisfactorily 
explained this circumstance, and was welcomed (after he had 
made a statement of his belief, and desire, and purposes) to 
a place among Christ’s people here.

The church was "well pleased with Rev. Smith 
both as a man and a Minister of the Gospel ... .a Christian 
and scholar and a gentleman of fine intellectual 
attainments... .since Rev. Smith’s arrival among us, we can 
appreciate a great change in the moral tone in this 
community...." 

"We believe under Mr. Smith’s direction a firm and 
solid foundation will soon be laid for the upbuilding of a 
school with a permanent footing, for the enlightenment of 
these people." 


Santa Fe, New Mexico 
January 6th 1877 

The Session met in the church, after religious service, upo 
the call of the Moderator and was constituted by prayer. 

Present Dr. B.M. Thomas, Ruling Elder , and the ' 
Moderator Rev. Geo. G. Smith. 

Francis Bertie Hobart appeared and confessed that he 
had been betrayed into a lapse by a surprising temptation, 
and had been intoxicated. He was formerly addicted to the 
cups. He professed sincere repentance and purpose to live 
henceforth as a Christian, and was counseled to carefully 
avoid the precincts of temptation. 

Thomas Biair, a Lieut, in the Army, was received, upon 
profession of his faith in Christ, into our communion. 

Adjourned with prayer .

Santa Fe, New Mexico 
July 15th 1877 

The Session met at 10 1\2 o’clock A.M. in the parlor of the 
parsonage, and was constituted by Prayer. Mr. James M. Irwi 
was received into our communion upon certificate from the 
First Presbyterian Church of Lincoln, Nebraska. As there wa 
no other matter requiring the action of Session it 
adjourned. Present at the meeting: Ruling Elder B.M. Thomas 
and the Moderator. There is but one Ruling Elder.

The Session met on the call of the Moderator on Thursday 
night November 28th after the Thanksgiving services in the 
church. Mrs. Kittle Gambell Tower, Mrs. J.M. Sharon, Miss 
Mary J. Williams, and Mr. J.D. Perkins were received into 
our communion. All these persons were formerly members of 
churches in the east. Two of them had certificates. The 
others, and one of the two possessing certificates, who had 
held her letter for more than two years , were examined by 
the Session as to their Christian knowledge and faith in the 
Divine Redeemer. All have been, since their first coming to 
Santa Fe, so consistent in their lives that the Session, 
after the candidates had passed satisfactorily the 
examination, gladly directed that their names be enrolled 
upon our Register as members of this church. 

It was directed that a certificate of dismission be 
sent to Mrs. C.A.G. Menaul to enable her to connect herself 
with the Presbyterian Church In the Indian Pueblo of Laguna. 

It was then resolved that Session meet after the 
celebration of the Lord's Supper on next Sabbath. 

To-day after the communion services Session met. Beside 
the Moderator there was present at the meetings of Thursday 
and to-day Dr. B.M. Thomas, the only ruling-elder of the 
church . 

As there was no further business Session adjourned (as

Mrs. Smith had been for many years a communicant in 
the Episcopal church--the "Church of England"--and was a 
communicant of the Episcopal Church at the time when she was 
married to Rev. Geo.

Thomas an 
application had come from two members of the Church of Santa 
Fe, who had removed to other places, for certificates of 
dismissal.

Miss Mary J. Williams having removed to New York City, and 
the other, Walter Howard, to Trinidad, Colorado), Mr. Smith 
forwarded his personal certificate of their good and regular 
standing.

"Here, for some reason, proper records of proceedings of 
meetings were discontinued [the previous entry was October 
25, 1877]. Rev. G.G. Smith continued -as Pastor of the church 
during the year ending November 17, 1878. Rev. G.G. Smith 
was called by the congregation as Pastor for the year ending 
November 17, 1879, but he accepted a call to the Church at 
Helena, Montana, and resigned his charge at Santa Fe and 
removed to Helena in July 1879. 

"In July, 1879, the congregation made application to the 
Board of Home Missions for the services of Rev. G.US. Riggle, 
of Ohio, promising five hundred dollars, or more, on his 
yearly salary. The Board accordingly commissioned Mr. Riggle 
on the 15th of August, 1879, as Missionary In charge of the 
church at Santa Fe for the year ending August 14, 1880. 

"Mr Riggle arrived at Santa Fe and began the duties of 
the position in September 1879. 

"At a meeting of the congregation held in the church 
some time in September 1879, the following gentlemen were 
elected Trustees for the year ending September 30th, 1880:-—

September 27, 1880 [Trustees] Minutes of previous meeting 
December 27, 1879 approved. Mr. A.B. Cauldwell was elected a 
trustee vice Maj. Baird, removed from the city. B.M. Thomas 
offered his resignation as Treasurer "and it was not 
accepted." 

"A motion was offered by B.M. Thomas to pay the balance 
due Rev. Mr. Riggle [$150] on Monday the 4th of Oct. and 
then dispense with his services and request Prof. Ladd to 
supply the pulpit once each Sabboth [for $5 per Sabbath] 
till we can secure a regular pastor. The motion was carried 
and the balance due on the subscription list [about $140] 
was divided among the Trustees for collection."

Rev. J. [Johnston] McGaughey was 
unanimously elected pastor , and secretary instructed to 
notify him of the result of the ballot."

31, 1880] Written at Santa Fe, Oct. 31st, 1883 

The Church of Santa Fe having become vacant b-' the removal 
of Rev. G.G. Smith, Stated Supply, to the church of Helena, 
Montana, about the last of July A.D. 1879, the congregation 
[word undecipherable—lay?] a committee appointed for the 
purpose, requested, Rev. G.W). Riggle , formerly 
Superintendent of the "English and Classical School" of 
Santa Fe, but at that time, engaged in pastoral work in the 
State of Ohio, to take charge of the church as stated 
Supply. The Committee also made application to the Board of 
Home Missions for assistance [word undecipherable—in?] 
sustaining the preaching of the Gospel , and with them 
arranged [?] for the support of the Stated Supply, 

In compliance with the request, and the arrangement 
made with the Board of Home Missions as above noted. Rev. 
G.W, Riggle arrived in Santa Fe and took charge of the 
Church Sept. 10th 1879, He continued In charge of the work 
until Sept. 31st 1880, when on account of Impaired health, 
he gave up the work of the Ministry and engaged in secular 
business! During the period of his service the only Ruling 
Elder In the Church was Dr. B.M. Thomas. At a meeting of the 
Session It was arranged that Dr. Thomas should act as Clerk 
of the Session. Dr. Thomas having failed to keep a record ol 
the proceedings of Session, this is now written to supply, 
as far as possible, that deficiency, and to continue the 
history [of] the church. It Is impossible at this date to 
recall the names of all who were received into or dismissed 
from the , membership of the church during the time of my 
incumbency . 

Mr. and Mrs. S.J. Hare were received into membership ot 
profession of their faith in Jan. 1880. Mrs. M.E. Griffith 
was dismissed by certificate to the church of Logansport, 
Ind., about May 1880. I cannot now recall the names of any 
others, either received into or dismissed from the church 
during the time I was Stated Supply. 

On account of difficulties dating back several years, 
there was lack of harmony in the congregation, and the 
little that was done, was done in the face of irreconcilable 
opposition. In the Spring of 1880 the M.E. Church of Santa. 
Fe was organized and as those of that faith had formerly 
cast in their lot with us, the organization of that church 
depleted ours at least one half. There were also several 
Congregationalists in the congregation, and as one care of 
the Academy had passed from the hands of the Presbyterian 
Church into those of the Congregational Church, represented 
by the "New West Commission," the design was entertained an< 
some effort made to carry the body of what was left of our 
congregation over to that denomination, and after I left th- 
field, this would probably have been done but for the timel 
arrival of Rev. J. McGaughey , who took charge of the work a 
Stated Supply on the 10th of Dec. 1880.

1880. At the request of parties interested in the Mission 
work in Santa Fe, Rev. J. McGaughey visited this field in 
November 1880 and preached in the Presbvterian Church the 
first two Sabbaths of that month. 

The Board of Home Missions and the Ladies’ Board of 
Missions of New York, having expressed their desire to have 
him take charge of both the church and the Mission School in 
this place and the Church having given him a call to become 
its pastor, he resigned his charge in Laramie, W.Y., and 
accepted the call to this charge, arriving in Santa Fe with 
his family December 10, 1880, and entered on his labors as 
pastor of the Church December 12th, being the Second Sabbath 
of the month. 

There was at that time but one ruling elder in the 
Church, viz. Dr. B.M. Thomas.

I hold a meeting of the church 
Trustees in the evening to arrange for raising money to pay 
the debt on the new church, next Sunday being dedication 
day .

House 
full in the morning. Fine sermon. Attempt to raise $1300 to 
pay the debt on the church. But few men there and less than 
$300 raised. Fine sermon in the evening but few people 
there—evidently afraid of a subscription list! 

[Letter B.M. Thomas to his mother in Williamsport, Indiana, 
March 20, 1883] "I send you a picture of our new church. The 
church is very nice, but the picture is not good." 
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[From "Appeal for the Santa Fe Mission"] 

"....In November, 1870, the Sante Fe Association was 
incorporated with the Ladies 5 Board of Missions of the 
Presbyterian church and a valuable property at Santa Fe, 
which had been purchased through the efforts of Rev. Mr. 
McFarland was conveyed in trust to the Ladies 5 Board. 

On a part of this land a new church has been erected, 
which is now nearly completed. 

The Ladies 5 Board of Missions, after its organization 
in November, 1870, assumed the entire charge of the school 
at Santa Fe, as well as the school then established at Los 
[sic] Vegas. Through all the twelve years of their work in 
the Home and Foreign Field, this, their first Mission, has 
never, for a moment been neglected. The labor bestowed upon 
the Santa Fe Mission is known only to those who have borne 
the burthen of care and perplexity which has often pressed 
heavily, but amid many discouragements those who had the 
responsibility of sustaining the Mission were faithful to 
their trust. The real estate at Santa Fe, purchased by Mr. 
McFarland, was deeded to the "Ladies’ Board," and they who 
had fostered the enterprise from its first inception had the 
privilege of giving the ground on which after a lapse of 
fifteen years from the founding of the mission, a new church 
has been erected." 
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[From "Appeal for the Santa Fe Mission"] 

"Another lady who recently [circa 1882] visited Santa 
Fe, and who is connected with this Society, writes to the 
President of the Ladies’ Board: 

I took your letter the morning after I arrived at 
Santa Fe, and enquired my way to our Missionary’s 
house; I came to a pretty brick church, nearly 
finished, and a little way from it to a wretched 
little old forlorn one made of Adobe, looking as if it 
would in the first shower disintegrate and return to 
its original mud again. A passer-by informed me that 
these were our old and new churches; I stood and 
looked at the old structure, humiliated, and ashamed 
that while we were worshipping in beautiful Temples, 
and living in luxurious houses, we had provided no 
better places for our faithful Missionaries to do 
their work for the Master! I went into both churches 
and rejoiced that the new one was so nearly completed, 
and that more efficient work could now be done for the 
cause of Christ and that our Missionaries would feel 
encouraged and strengthened in their "self denied 
labors." Thus we see that "our labor has not been in 
vain in the Lord!" When we consider how long the 
people of New Mexico have sat in the region and shadow 
of death, and that for the three hundred years since 
Santa Fe was built, the true light has been excluded 
from that ancient city, we wonder at the progress of 
Christian civilization during the past fifteen years! 
"Behold, what hath God wrought!" A Presbytery 
established in New Mexico for the first time, thus 
bringing the whole Territory into connection with the 
Presbyterian church! A railroad passing through Santa 
Fe making it the important centre of a vast country 
extending North and South, East and West; a new 
Presbyterian church nearly completed, and in 
connection with it a Protestant School, with all the 
possibilites of becoming a great Educational 
Institution for the youth of that great Territory! 

"Lift up your eyes and behold the fields, for they are 
whit© already to harvest!” and listen, Christian 
friends, to the cry which comes to us across the 
plains and over the mountains and rivers! "We need, to 
complete our church, above all that' we can raise here, 
two thousand two hundred and fourteen dollars." May we 
ask each other "what is that among so many?" Shall we 
not send a generous response back over the weary way 
traversed by our pioneer Missionaries, and cheer them 
in their work of faith and labor of love? 

"We wish especially at this moment to raise five 
hundred dollars, to put into the hands of the building 
committee, that the work which they have so energetically 
undertaken may be brought to completion."

[Although, on November 19, 1882, the congregation voted 12 
to 18 not to renew the Reverend McGaughey’s pastorate for an 
additional year and instead requested that he stay on only 
four months after his current contract ended, the vote is 
the only indication in the official records that the 
congregation was less-than-satisfied with his ministry, 
during which the new church was built. During the four-month 
period, Mr. McGaughey apparently desired to take a trip back 
east—on full salary. The diary of B.M. Thomas contains a 
little more information and commentary on the pastor (Folder 
497, Items 10 and 110).] 

[Diary Sunday May 12, 1881] "Attend church twice—poor 
congregation and poor preacher ." 

[Diary Sunday June 5, 1881] "I attend Sunday school In the 
morning and remain to church. Mr. McGaughey preaches poorly. 
Our church is doing poorly." 

[Diary November 19, 1882] “"Attend church In the evening. 
Congregational meeting afterwards invites Rev. McGaughey not 
to remain another year." 

[Diary November 20, 1882] "Mr. McGaughey is not satisfied 
with his Invitation to leave." 

[Diary November 22, 1882] "Brother McGaughey takes a bad 
turn in regard to the matter of his leaving.

Some Record of His Career in Santa 
Fe and His Conduct while En 
Route to ’Frisco 

Jhe Rev . Dr - Uim . E . Jones has been deoosed as 
pastor of the first Presbyterian church in Santa Fe. 
Several days ago it was announced that he had given 
notice of the handing in of his resignation to take 
effect October 1, but at a conference of the church 
authorities held yesterday it was unanimously agreed 
that he should never again put foot in this pulpit. 

Dr. Jones is now in San Francisco. He came here 
something like a year ago with excellent indorsements 
from Philadelphia, and entered upon his ministerial 
duties with such zeal as to commend himself to the 
people of this community, but after a time it began to 
dawn upon the minds of the members of his congregation 
that his practice of morality was not up to his 
standard of preaching. His conduct was not at all 
time- uch as was expected of one in his station, but 
he wc.. crotchety and not ionate , and his associates 
charitably put it all down to an old man’s 
indiscreat ion [sic] and made the best of it. However, 
a great many of his congregation gradually dropped off 
and remained away from the church assemblies, and by 
degrees it became evident that as a leader of the 
local Presbyterians he was, to say the least, 
unpopular. The announcement of his resignation as 
pastor on Sunday a week ago was theretore rather a 
source of congratulation than otherwise among the 
churchmen . 

On the following Monday Dr . Jones left to attend 
the G.A.R, festivities at San Francisco He was 
accompanied by a female member of his Congoeoation , 
and reaching Lamy yj net ion b' / the noon dev freight 
train the couple there took a sleeper and oroceeded 
westward. On this train, according to r h'=» conduct or in 
charge, the conduct of both Dr. Jones and hi s 
companion was reprehensible and shameful in the 
extreme , 

It is unnecessary to cai. 1 this woman’s name . She 
was a comparative stranger to most of the p e o p 1 ° her© 
having only a short time ago come out from the east . 
and while our c i t izens ha va rot h i n a i. n commoa with 
her, still , no good could eorne of flaunting her name 
in the face of this community. 
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As for the Rev. Or. Tones, h{s conduct on this 
train, in fact, his whol® Life cover irq a per iod of 
two months past has been that of ? wolf in sheep’s 
clothing, a lecherous old hypocrite whose verv name is 
a stench in the nostrils of this community. 

The churchmen have fully probed a •i the 
scandalous reports concerning this affair they 
delegated representatives to go to Lamv, this 

conductor and others who were eye witnesses to the 
conduct of this couple, and it is of r * ~ ord that among 
them a firm resolve has been promulgated spitting out 
the "Rev." Dr. Jones and forbidding him ever again 
entering their church edifice. 

Under the circumstances it is not probable that 
this man and this woman will again show their faces in 
Santa Fe . Kindly disposed people, who were formerly 
their friends, have written both advising them never 
to return. 

As for the details of this nasty scandal the NEW 
MEXICAN has nothing to say. This paper has no taste 
for such matters further than to fulfill its duty as a 
public journal and expose such villainies, and the 
party responsible there f or--be he minister or layman. 
It is a rule of safe and genera] application that 
newspapers worth the name "take cognizance of what 
obtrudes itself." UJhen private affairs are made public 
in the courts or the church. when they are flaunted 

into the face of the Public, the newspaper becomes the 
protector of virtue, the organ of an outraged 
community, the sponsor of the home. 

The "Rev." Rr . Jones is a man of family with a 
bevy of happy daughters at the east He has made his 
bed, so let him lie in it. 
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[The following letter is pasted inside the back cover of 
Book Two] 

Santa- Fe , N.M. Aug. 10, 1886 
The undersigned, being the only member of the Session of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Santa Fe, except the late 
pastor, hereby annuls all contracts, no matter how implied, 
with Rev. Wm. E. Jones, D.D., for some time pastor of this 
Church, and declares this pulpit vacant, on account of 
conduct on the part of said Dr. Jones unbecoming a 
Christian, much less a Minister of the Gospel, and which is 
now a matter of public scandal through the press in all 
parts of the country. 

Said charges against Dr. Jones have been investigated 
by a Church Committee, and found true to a degree which 
justifies this action. This record is thus officially_made 
in this manner, on account of the Session book being in the 
possession of the said Rev. Dr. Jones.

Book, Jan 1887-Feb 1892, of Treasurer’s accountings for the 
period first by J.K. Livingston, then Robert Harvey, then 
B.M. Thomas:] 

The organist for this period was Mrs. M.J. Warren, who was 
paid $1.50 for each Sunday. 

The church sexton, Henry Johnson, was paid $1.50 weekly. 

Communion wine costs varied from $.75 to $1.00 to $1.25 a 
bottle . 

An individual was paid $.50 for sweeping the church. 

Cords of wood varied for $3.50 to $4.63 per cord. 

In March of 1888 it cost $37.50 to insure the church for 
$2,500 for five years. 

In October 1888 the church cleared $.35 from the sale of its 
foreign coin collection. 

The stoves in the church were removed for cleaning on June 
1st ($1.50 expense) and then reinstalled in late October 
(another $1.50 expense) 

In June 1889 the church donated $18.50 to the sufferers of 
the Johnstown Flood In Pennsylvania.

"Reso1ved--That we are called upon to mention with gratitude 
Mr. Robertson's faithful services as an elder of this 
church, a trustee of the congregation, and its treasurer, 
and to record that the success he achieved in his management 
of the finances was unparalleled and gave evidence of 
indefatigable exertions and remarkable qualifications for 
the work entrusted to him--a work so well completed that had 
he known beforehand the hour of his departure hardly could 
he have put his accounts in better order to be passed into 
the hands of his successor. 

"Resolved—That sincerely and tenderly mourning the loss we 
have suffered in Mr, Robertson's death, we offer our deepest 
sympathy to those who were nearest and dearest to him—his 
beloved widow, sons, and other relatives; and we hereby 
direct that a copy of these resolutions be sent to Mrs. 
Robertson, and that they be spread upon the records of the 
Session of this church. 

"Resolved—That the death of two of our elders within the 
past six months emphasizes the words of our Divine Master, 
'Be ye also ready.'" 
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The informal meetings of Session held October 29th and 
December 8th were approved and their action was confirmed.

April 11, 1894 [Trustees] Statement to the Trustees from the 
Treasurer, Leah Harvey, of the Ladies Aid Society: 

"At your request, I hand you a brief statement of the 
Manse Building Fund and amount due from rent thereof . 

"The building was begun May 1889, completed the end of 
that year, the cost being $2856.50. The debt remaining when 
the building was completed was $660, which has since been 
reduced to $220 with interest from Oct. 5, 1893. 

"Mr. Smith began to occupy the manse Jan ’y 7, 1890. On 
June 18, 1890 he paid $50 being the amount due for 5 months 
rents. In October 1890 Mr. Smith asked that they be excused 
from paying rent till Jan. 1, 1892, which was 
granted.... [Rent now due through March 1894 for rent, Mrs. 
Smith’s $20 subscription and insurance was $347.50]" 

The Trustees resolved that a statement should be sent 
to Mr. Smith requesting that the $347.50 should be deducted 
from the $280 owed to him for salary unpaid in 1892 and the 
$139.30 due to him for salary remaining unpaid on March 31, 
1894 . 

Much of the manse built in 1889 was paid for by the Ladies 
Aid Society of the church. On April 25, 1894 they wrote, 
"Whereas, In view of the fact that the church has failed to 
meet its obligation in the payment of the pastor ’s 
salary...be It resolved by the Ladies 5 Aid Society...that 
the pastor of said church Rev. Geo. G. Smith, is hereby 
forever released from any obligation which he has 
incurred... [for] any payment of any sum of money as rent foi 
the manse which he has occupied since its completion. 
Resolved: That the said manse shall be hereafter occupied 
not only by the present pastor, but by any future pastor or 
pastors, which this church may have, as a home, free of 
rent." [From Esther Thomas 5 records In the B.M. Thomas file; 
in the Fray Angelico Chavez History Library.]

To the Board of Trustees of the First 

Presbyterian Church of Santa Fe, N.M. 

Gentlemen:— 

The communication sent to me by you, through 
your Secretary, Mr. Robert Harvey, on April the 12th 1894, 
was received on April the 13th. Wishing my answer to be 
perfectly just to the church, to the Ladies’ Aid Society, 
and to myself, I have taken a little time to consider it. 

I. First then, I wish the Trustees to remember that a 
report may come from an officer of an organization and yet 
not be official. If it communicate only the judgment, or 
understanding, of the office r , instead of the formal action 
of the Society, it furnishes no basis whatever for any 
action by the body which receives it. The Treasurer of the 
Ladies 5 Aid Society made the mistake, when the Trustees 
asked her for a report, of neglecting to seek instructions 
from the Society. Hence she was not qualified to make an 
authoritative and official report. Her report Is absolutely 
unofficial so far as any part of it transcends the 
instructions given by that body. 

I was surprised that the Trustees did not ask for the 
action of the Society, instead of resting upon an unofficial 
report, and asking that that be made the basis of a 

settlement with the pastor . Now does the Treasurer of the 
Ladies’ Aid Society know that it is the will of the Society 
to charge the pastor rent for the years 1892 and 1893? The 
society has taken no action In the premises. It is certainly 
not the will of the pastor to pay rent for those years, or 
for any part of this year, he having never received 
notification from the Society that it expected rent for that 
period. In all that time no demand for rent has been made. 

An unofficial, post facto , report of the Treasurer of the 
Society cannot involve the pastor in any obligation. 

II. A brief history of events may cast such light upon 
all questions at issue as to help the Trustees to a fair 
decision. 

Before the manse was finished a person was sent to me 
to ask if, for a time (no definite time was mentioned) I 
would pay rent for the manse at the rate of ten dollars a 
month. I was rather surprised by the proposition, but, for 
the time I agreed to it. It is not common for pastors to pay 
rent for the parsonage. I had come to this pastorate on a 
salary of $1300.00 The Board of Home Missions had reduced 
the amount it had been paying, at the end of the first year 
from $700 to $600. That Board has a right to reduce its 
appropriation annually. It’s rule is to do this, except In 
very extraordinary cases, and thus to put the church aided 
upon a rising scale of self-support. The Board of Home 
Missions expects the church each year to add what that Board 
with-holds. Had I complained to that Board that the church 
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had not added the hundred dollars which the Board of Home 
Missions had dropped, all aid to the church would have been 
withheld until the deficit had been made good by the church. 
That deficit has occurred annually, since the board reduced 
its appropriation from $700 to $600. A church is bound, by 
all Presbyterian rules and by law, to continue to its pastor 
the salary he was promised when called to the pastorate, 
unless a definite agreement between the church and himself, 
s anctioned by Presbytery , shall remit part of that salary. 
The obligation for the w hole salary rests upon the church, 
even when the Board of Home Missions annually reduces its 
appropriation. 

I have known this all along. So far from claiming an 
extra hundred from the church annually, as I had a legal 
right to do, for the past five years, ($500 in all) I have 
tried patiently to endure the miserable mis- m anagement of 
the finances, and (except in the year when Mr. Robertson was 
Treasurer) an annual additional deficit which amounts now to 
$419.30 —this besides the $500 which I could claim to 
compensate the Home Mission Board’s reduction each year. The 
grand total now would be $919.30. 

I have expended on the manse and its grounds, since I 
entered it, $404.31 of which I have account, besides 
numerous items of which I have kept no account. Of this 
amount a land-lord - might have objected to pay $215, viz.; 
the cost of lightning-rods, a room in the attic and the 
laying out and planting of the garden. All else was 
necessary. There was not an out-house, of any kind, on the 
premises, when we removed to the manse. There was a deep 
depression between the front of the house and the road. This 
was rendered unsightly by broken brick-bits and all such 
rubbish as accumulates while building is going on. I paid 
for shelving in the house and study; for grubbing up the 
thicket in the back yard; for filling the premises with a 
great quantity of earth hauled from the country that borders 
the Taos road; for clearing out the cellar; for material and 
construction of privy, wood shed, and coal-shed; for making 
of cess-pool, and for drain pipe to carry off waste water 
from the sink; for staining and varnishing book-cases in the 
study; for twice clearing the cellar of water admitted by 
the lowness of the ground about the foundation of the 
kitchen; for the hauling of much additional earth to avoid 
another repetition of the in.undatiion; for mantel-pieces and 
grates; for house-cleaning after the oyster-supper held in 
the building just before we entered it; etc. 

In short, the house and premises were very unfit for 
occupation when the Ladies’ Aid Society (which had done a 
noble work, for which I cannot too highly praise it) turned 
the building over to us. An empty treasury and a debt 
forbade the Society to do more at that time. I paid the 
insurance on the manse for three years out of my own pocket. 
This amounted to over sixty dollars. Mrs. Smith and I 
obtained for the building of the manse, from friends of our 
own $225. Of this either $50 or $75 were expended under our 
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own direction. This paid for putting the water into the 
house and for a pipe and hydrant on the grounds, as well as 
for other small improvements. This money was given directly 
to ourselves, to be used on the manse-property as we thought 
best. Dr. Niccolls, of St. Louis, gave $50 of it, and my 
college class-mate, Dr. Dana, of Philadelphis, gave $25. 

Taking all this history into account, I have certain 
recommendations to make to the Trustees. 

1. They and I will ignore the $500 lost to me by the 
cutting-down of the appropriation of the Board of Home 
Missions. I have never meant to ask the church for any part 
of that. I would never have mentioned the matter if the 
account sent to me by the Board of Trustees, and their 
proposition, had not seemed so unfair. 

2. I propose that the Board of Trustees pay to the 
Treasurer of the Ladles' Aid Socity, as soon as possible, 
$77.50; that is,—$17.50 for insurance paid by that 
organization; $20.00 for Mrs. Smith's subscription; $40.00 
for four months' rent unpaid in 1890. 

Let the amount come out of the $280 due me, on account 
of salary unpaid, in 1892. The remainder of the $280 
($202.50) I hereby forever remit to the Board of Trustees. I 
shall never ask payment of that. 

3. Leave entirely to the Ladies' Aid Society and myself 
the settlement of the question whether I owe rent to that 
organization for 1892, 1893, and three months of 1894. That 
is their business and mine. 

4. Let the Trustees try to work the envelope system as 
well as they can, and pay me regularly, hereafter, $50 each 
month . 

5. Let -the Board, when sufficient surplus shall accrue 
in the treasury, pay me, little by little, the $139.30 due 
me, and unpaid at the end of the fiscal year, March 31st, 
1894 . 

In conclusion, I think the board may safely become 
responsible, if it seem best In your wisdom to do so, for 
what will remain of the $220, and Interest at six per cent 
from Oct. 5th 1893, still due on the manse. By the adoption 
of the recommendations herein already made that debt will be 
diminished by $77.50; and I. have no doubt that, by the work 
of the ladies themselves, the remainder will be paid into 
the treasury of the Board in good time. The Ladies' Aid 
Society raised $242.08 In the fiscal year that ended March 
31st 1894. 

I must add that I know, perfectly well, no member of 
the Board of Trustees had any thought or desire to do me any 
Injustice. I fully believe each one of you to be my sincere 
friend, as I certainly am his. 

Furthermore, I believe the Treasurer of the Ladies’ Aid 
Society, in making the report sent by her to the Trustees of 
the church, was actuated by a spirit of fidelity to the 
Society. Her mistake was unintentional. She should have 
waited for the action of the Society.

Dear Brethren: — 

As for some reason you find it difficult to pay the 
current expenses of the congregation without charging the 
pastor rent, I will gladly afford you opportunity to 
increase the income from the manse. 

I have rented two large rooms in the building owned by 
the First National Bank and will remove to them next week. I 
did not wish to make the change earlier because I wished the 
house to remain undisturbed until about the time of Donald’s 
departure to school. He will go next week, God willing, to 
attend the Missouri Military Academy, at Mexico in that 
state. 

Our removal will allow the Trustees to rent the manse 
so that the tenant may occupy it about the first of October. 
Mrs. Smith and I will see to lodging in it four members of 
Synod while that body and the Teachers’ Institute are in 
session. I believe you can easily rent the house for twenty- 
five or thirty dollars a month, or perhaps more. 

Do not mistake the spirit of my action. I have the 
kindest regard for every one of you. 

I do not believe renting the manse to the pastor to be 
the right thing. I think you are making a mistake in trying 
to do It, and I will not any longer allow my action to give 
a wrong precedent to any succeeding pastor . The house is a 
comfortable and delightful residence; but its greater 
accommodation entails upon the pastor’s family the duty of 
much greater expense In entertaining guests than he would 
incur in rooms. To live in the manse and pay ten dollars a 
month is much more expensive than to live in rooms outside 
which rent for as much or .more. The rooms I have taken are 
repaired at the expense of the bank and will cost me seven 
dollars a month. They lie between the home of Mr. Eldodt and 
the rooms occupied by Mr. Case.

Whereas, for the last four years we have enjoyed the 
privilege of Mr. Moore’s services as a pastor, and 
have during that time been edified by his most able 
preaching and uplifted by his wise counsel and earnest 
example of Christian manhood, and 

Whereas this Church and congregation have during that 
time been carried forward to a financial prosperity, a 
numerical strength and, we believe, to a spiritual 
condition that they have never known before, and 
Whereas, it is our belief that this condition is the 
direct result of the earnest consecration and the wise 
precept of our pastor, and that his work among us and 
in this community has but begun to yield its results, 
and that should he leave us at this time the cause of 
the Church which he has so faithfully carried forward 
in the past, may be injuriously effected.
